To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee; 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the  year  1^66, 

The  general  health  in  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory.  The  population; 
according  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate;  actually  increased  by  10  to 
4 6; 360. 

For  the  past  few  years  the  Borough's  birth  rate  has  continually  exceeded 
the  national  rate  and  this  year  was  no  exception. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  The  total  number  of  deaths  showed  a  deorease; 
the  improvement  being  mainly  borne  by  the  males.  The  expected  pattern;  involving 
ca'tcer,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  and  respiratory  illness  was 
ropoated. 

Tho  Department  succeeded  in  dealing  with  rather  more  unfit  property  than  of 
recent  years. 

Steady  progress  was  achieved  in  the  extension  of  smoke  control.  Five  areas 
have  now  been  approved  -  covering  almost  one  tenth  of  tho  Borough  and  involving 
just  over  one  quarter  of  tho  households  when  they  all  become  operative, 

I  am  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks  to  you; 

Mr,  Chairman,  and  all  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
interest  in  the  Department,  and  to  the  members  of  the  staff  and  my  colleagues 
in  the  Town  Hall  for  their  ever-ready  help  and  co-operation.

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BIRTH  RATE, 


The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  assignable  to  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the 
year  1966  was  833  compared  with  831  the  previous  year.  The  corresponding  crude  Birth  Rate 
for  the  two  years  respectively  is  18.0  and  17.9  per  1,000  estimated  population. 

The  crude  death  rate  is  12,8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident  population,  but  when 
this  is  corrected  and  adjusted  by  making  allowances  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
population  it  becomes  oomparable  with  the  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  or  with  the 
death  rate  of  any  other  area.  This  standardised  death  rate,  as  it  is  then  termed,  is  14. 7 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the  Borough  of  Leigh.

The  preface  to  this  section  of  the  report  which  appeared  last  year  drew  attention  to  the 
difficulties  caused  by  staff  vacancies,  in  particular  Public  Health  Inspectors,  This  could  well  be 
repeated  again  because  vacancies  in  the  establishment,  due  to  resignations  by  two  members  of  the  staff, 
have  again  been  the  cause  of  frustration  and  delay  in  the  department.  It  takes  the  better  part  of  a 
year  before  a  newly  appointed  inspector  becomes  completely  familiar  with  the  district  and  the  routine 
of  the  office  sufficiently  to  be  equal  to  his  predecessor  in  work  load. 

Mr.  C.  Pedder  who  commenced  duties  in  the  department  as  a  Technical  Assistant  on  Smokc  Control 
and  later  became  accepted  as  a  Student  Public  Health  Inspector,  was  successful  in  qualifying  at  the 
December  examination  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Examination  Board,  being  Immediately  appointed  to 
a  substantive  post  as  District  Inspector.

SEN  AGE  DISPOSAL. 

Tho  Manager  of  the  Joint  Sewerage  Board  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  inforraation:- 


Extonsions  and  improvements  to  the  sewerage  system  and  treatment  works  wore  completed  during 
I966  and  tho  works  formally  opened  in  May. 


The  Board  now  provides  full  treatment  for  flows  up  to  7»25  m.g.d.  and  partial  treatment  for 
a  further  6.5  m.g.d.,  more  than  twice  the  previous  maximum  capacity. 

All  incoming  flows  arc  received  into  a.  low  level  well  where,  after  passing  through  two  25R 
Comminutors  which  screen  and  cut  up  tho  larger  solids,  they  are  pumped  up  to  the  first  stage  of 
treatment.  Four  12  inch  pumps  with  30  H.P.  motors  are  installed  in  a  dry  pump  chamber  and  three 
of  those  operating  together  will  deliver  nearly  10,000  gallons  per  minute.  The  pumped  flow  passes 
first  through  a  20  foot  diameter  Door  Dotritor  where  heavy  grit  and  similar  matter  is  removed  and 
then  past  a  weir  which  separates  flows  for  partial  treatment  and  full  treatment. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (Continued) 


Primary  settlement  of  the  full  treatment  flow  and  partial  treatment  of  the  exocss  takes  place 
in  the  ten  original  rectangular  settling  tanks.  These  tanks  are  120  feet  long,  40  feet  wide  and 
6  feet  deep  and  by  modification  of  channels  etc,  the  outer  four  tanks  have  been  adapted  for  use 
as  storm  tanks,  submersible  pumps  having  been  installed  in  an  existing  well  for  emptying  purposes. 
Sludge  is  drawn  off  under  hydrostatic  prossure  without  emptying  the  tanks.  Now  pumps  have  been 
installed  to  deliver  the  sludge  into  the  consolidation  tank  of  the  digestion  plant. 

Two  now  7°  feet  diameter  humus  tanks  with  mechanical  de-sludging  equipment  have  been 
constructed  and  the  sludge  from  these  tanks  is  delivered  to  the  digestion  plant  by  separate  pumps 
in  the  Settled  Affluent  Pumping  Station. 

Despite  the  large  area  of  land  available  on  the  farm,  difficulty  was  being  experienced  in 
dealing  with  the  untreated  sludge  and  it  was  therefore  decided  to  install  a  heated  sludge  digestion 
plant.  Gas  generated  in  the  primary  digestion  tank  is  collected  in  a  gasholder  for  use  in  heating 
the  sludge  and  for  the  central  heating  installation  in  the  Administration  Block.  Burners  in  a 
chimney  arc  provided  for  the  disposal  of  surplus  gas  and  facilities  are  available  here  for  the 
incineration  of  rubbish.

Seventy-four  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  examination,  of  which  69  were  reported  upon  satisfactorily.  ?ihen  sanplos  arc  found  to  bo 
unsatisfactory  the  action  of  the  Baths  Manager  is  immediately  drawn  to  the  position  and  remedial 
action  taken,  after  which  further  samples  are  submitted. 
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TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  is  one  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  Borough  containing  one  caravan.  16  visits  were 
paid  to  itinerant  caravans  which  wore  parked  for  varying  periods  before  moving. 

RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1  9  6  4. 

This  Act,  which  oamc  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1965,  prohibits  the  keeping  of  a 
riding  establishment  except  under  the  authority  of  a  licence.  No  licences  have  been  issued 
during  the  year. 

SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS1  ACT,  1  9  6  4. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  registration  and  control  of  scrap  metal  dealers  and  carao  into 
operation  on  the  1st  April,  1965.  Every  local  authority  is  required  to  maintain  a  register 
of  persons  carrying  on  business  in  their  area  as  scrap  metal  dealers.  During  the  year  2  persons 
were  registered  making  a  total  of  7  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  in  the  Borough,  but  no  registrations  were 
made  in  respect  of  Itinerant  Collectors,  the  number  on  the  register  remaining  at  21,  These  latter 
are  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  Section  2  of  the  Act  regarding  the  keeping  of  record  books. 
Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Police  regarding  the  registrations.

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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1  9  6  0. 


The  public  is  showing  great  awareness  of  noise,  particularly  where  industry  is  located 
near  dwellings.  Tho  change  to  high  speed  machinery  and  induced  ventilation  being  the  source 
of  the  reported  complaints. 

Although  5  objections  were  received,  they  concern  three  sourcos  of  noise.  Fortunately  the 
management  of  the  premises  which  were  the  cause  of  the  complaints  co-operatod  and  provided 
suitable  sound  baffles.  It  is  interesting  in  this  context  to  say  that  the  management  is  always 
willing  to  do  whatever  one  can  suggest  in  order  to  mitigate  noise.  Most  of  the  complaints  received 
stemmed  from  people  in  close  proximity  to  industries  which  worked  on  the  'shift1  system  and  the 
oomplaints  have  been  of  not  being  able  to  get  to  sleep  at  night.  Yet  in  the  same  locality  other 
persons  re-acted  differently,  saying  that  they  were  not  disturbed.  A  sound  which  is  unacceptable 
to  an  individual  can  bo  a  nuisance,  but  it  docs  not  always  qualify  to  be  classed  as  a  nuisance. 
Intermittent  noises  seem  to  disturb  more  than  continuous  ones,  due  no  doubt  to  the  persons  affected 
being  startled  by  the  operations  which  took  place  only  from  time  to  time  during  the  night. 

Another  factor  influencing  the  noise  level  from  those  sources  was  tho  absenoe  of  tho  normal 
daytime  noiso,  o.g.  traffic,  etc.,  which  had  the  effect  of  making  the  specifio  noises  less 
apparent  and  therefore  less  noticeablo  by  day.  Those  facts,  coupled  with  tho  varying 
susceptibilities  of  people  to  noise,  impose  great  difficulties  in  forming  firm  standards. 

HAIRDRESSER  S'  AND  BARBER  S'  ESTABLISHMENTS. 


Byolaws  made  under  Section  77  of  'tho  Public  Health  Act,  l?6l  with  regard  to  hairdressers' 
and  barbers'  establishments  camo  into  force  in  the  Borough  on  the  1st  October,  1962  and  7  visits 
were  made  to  such  establishments  during  the  year. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  196  3. 

This  Act,  the  main  provisions  of  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  August,  l964,makes 
provision  for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  porsons  employed  to  work  in  offices, 
shops  and  certain  railway  premises. 

There  are  455  registered  premises  as  against  449  on  the  31st  December,  1965*  The  number 
of  premises  registered  during  this  year  was  52  as  agsinst  37  in  19£>5j  this  gives  an  overall  increaso 
in  the  total  registered  premises  of  6  over  last  year.  The  seemingly  low  increase  is  explained  by 
some  closures,  but  mainly  by  transfer  to  tho  register  of  H.M.  Factory  Inspector  when  it  is  considered 
that  they  are  similar  to  factories  and  offioes  in  such  premises. 

There  is,  without  question,  a  lack  of  knowlodge  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  by  employers, 
even  of  the  existence  of  the  Act.  It  is  evident  that  it  is  unlikely  that  new  registrations  will 
be  forthcoming  unless  some  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  on  occupiers  of  those  promises  which  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act. 

During  the  general  inspections  of  tho  Borough  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  as  plans  are 
deposited  with  the  Borough  Surveyor,  new  premises  are  being  picked  up.  By  and  largo  occupiers  are 
willing  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Act  when  they  become  aware  of  them,  although  in  the  case 
of  National  multiple  shops  there  is  often  considerable  correspondence  necessary  beforo  the  work  is 
carried  out

Although  enforcement  of  the  lighting  requirements  is  difficult,  a  considerable  degree  of  success 
has  been  achieved,  this  in  spite  of  there  being  no  sot  standards.  The  suggested  standards  of  the 
Illuminating  Engineering  Society  have  been  most  helpful  in  this  respect  and  have  assisted  in  securing 
improvement  in  several  instances. 

No  applications  for  exemption  under  Section  4 6  of  the  Act  were  received  during  the  year. 

Accidents  notified  on  Form  0SR.2  totalled  8,  all  of  which  were  of  a  minor  nature.  Each  report 
was  investigated,  with  one  exception,  and  none  was  found  to  bo  attributable  to  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  employer  to  ensure  safety  precautions.  The  number  reported  was  almost  half  those  reported 
last  year  and  one  must  assume  that  not  all  are  being  notified,  and  it  might  bo  that  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Security  could  help  in  this  respect.

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WATER  SUPPLY, 


The  Makcrfield  Water  Board  is  the  statutory  Water  Undertaking  for  the  Borough, 

The  supply  is  taken  in  bulk  from  the  Rivington  Aqueduct  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation, 
the  Thirlmere  Aqueduct  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  and  the  Limits  haw  Works  of  the  Maker- 
field  Water  Board, 

The  character  of  the  waters  from  the  Rivington  and  Thirlmere  Aqueducts  is  pre-dominantly 
upland  surface,  whilst  that  from  the  Lightshaw  Works  is  wholly  of  deep  well  origin. 

Details  of  treatment  of  the  various  waters  are  as  follows :- 

Water  derived  from  Liverpool  Aqueduct:  Chlorination 

Water  purchased  from  Manchester  Corporation:  No  treatment  by  the  Board 

Water  supplied  from  Lightshaw  Treatment  Plant:  Aeration,  lime  softening, 

filtration,  pH  correction, 
superchlorination  and 
dechlorination. 

Weekly  sampling  of  the  Town's  mains  water  is  undertaken,  138  samples  being  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Only  4  samplos  during  the  year  showed  some  slight 
contamination,  none  being  serious,  and  flushing  of  the  mains  by  the  Board  was  effective.

The  N.C.B,  spoilheaps  in  the  Bedford  area  of  the  town  have  again  given  rise  to  complaints. 
In  particular  the  carting  away  of  burnt  shale  from  one  of  those  for  roadway  construction  created 
extremely  difficult  conditions  in  the  neighbourhood  due  to  spillage  from  motor  lorries  and  dust. 
Eventually  it  was  found  that  much  of  the  spoilheap  was  not  burnt  out,  with  the  result  that  it 
was  declared  to  bo  unsuitable  for  roadworks.  This  spoilheap,  having  been  disturbed,  is  giving 
rise  to  sulphurious  fumes,  particularly  in  damp  weather.  The  remaining  tips  being  well  covered 
with  sand, the  consequent  nuisance  is  being  kept  to  a  minimum. 

VOLUMETRIC  APPA  R  A  T  U  S. 

The  measurement  of  pollution  has  continued  during  the  year  by  the  use  of  volumetric 
apparatus  and  the  deposit  gauge.  The  results  are  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  where  they  are  co-ordinated  into  the  National  Survey  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution, 

The  results  are  given  in  the  following  tables  in  the  form  of  highest,  lowest  and  average 
of  the  daily  readings  at  the  three  sites  in  each  month  for  the  year  1366  and  the  corresponding 
figures  for  1965* 

The  amount  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  form  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  town  is 
at  last  diminishing,  as  will  be  seen  from  a  consideration  of  the  tables.

During  the  year,  as  a  result  of  complaints  and  continuous  survey,  4,775  premises  were 
inspected.  942  infestations  were  found  and  14,821  visits  were  made  by  the  Rodent  Operative 
during  the  course  of  treatment. 

A  free  service  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  is  given  to  occupiers  of  dwelling- 
houses,  conditional  on  there  being  no  contributory  negligonce.  In  all  other  cases  the  full 
cost  of  the  work  and  materials  is  borne  by  the  occupiers  of  the  premises,  and  in  this 
connection  the  sum  of  £230.  5S»  Hd.,  was  recovered  during  the  year.

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  procedure  as  to  the  methods  of  pre-baiting 
and  poisoning  is  adhered  to  throughout  this  work.  The  disinfestation  of  sewers  comprises  what 
is  known  as  an  initial  treatment  followed  by  maintenance  of  a  similar  kind  at  six-monthly 
intervals.
